The Hamilton County Trust Compa- 
ny has failed for more than %2Wi,- 
00U, and if it pays gl 1-3 cents on 
the dollar it will be doing well, 
ing laws. 

In March. 1905, the Farmers and 
Merchants Bank was reincorporated 
a- a state bank. About two years 
ago, R. H. Metcalf. who gave his 
home as McKinney bought an in*e!est 
in the bank and "later took over the 
interests of E. M. Hinshaw and his 
brother Luther Hinshaw. At least that 
is the statement made at this time. 
But the last report made to the coun- 
ty auditor by the officials of the Far- 
mers and Merchants Bank, which was 
on March 1, 1914, snows the follow- 
ing officers and stockholders: 

R. H. Metcalf, president, 206 
shares; E. M. Hinshaw, 17 shares. J. 
L. Hinshaw, 15 shares. M. C. Beals, 
5 shares, L. E. Tescher. cashier, 12 
shares. T. P. Davis estate, 1 share. 

On that date the capital stock 
was $25,000; the surplus, $1,500; 
accounts, monev. claims and credits 
belongng to the bank, $191,258.08; 
deposits. $153,210.45; real estate sit- 
uated within the state. $11,089.12. 

The question that every one here 
iv asking is "what became of the 
money the depositors put in the 
bank?" It is known that the Hin- 
shaws speculated in many enter- 
prises — real estate, gas companies, 
glass factories and other things. 
. John C. Craig was appointed receiv- 
er of the Farmers «nd Merchants 
Bank, and has filed his first report. 
This report does not give the details 
of the bank managers' speculations, 
but it tells where a great deal of the 
money went. This report shows that 
when the receiver took charge there 
were $126,982.10 in notes in the 
bank, and that the total assets, in- 
cluding real estate, were $166,167.57. 

Of course the great question now 
is how much of the $126,000 in notes 
is good. Attorneys who have exam- 
ined the report say that only a small 
portion of the notes are of any value. 
But here are some of them and they 
tell where some of the bank's money 
went :

The failure of this bank has not 
only about crushed the business' life 
out of Cicero, but it has swept away 
the savings of hundreds of poor peo- 
ple, working men and women, who 
were lured into depositing by the in- 
terest rate of 6 per cent, which the

The eastern war zone shows a 
gradual retreat of the German army; 
whether the coming of spring or a 
strategic move to entrap another 
Russian army is behind the move is 
a question. The Russian and Aus- 
trian armies are making their usual 
"official" claims to victories at all 
points. 

The .Allied forces against Germa- 
ny, Austria and Turkey would be 
greatly increased, according to fig- 
ures given out, if Italy, Greece, Bul- 
garia and Roumania join the Allies, 
as seems probable now. The war 
strength of the four armies aggre- 
gates 2,480,000 men, with a reserve 
available for dutv of 1,575,000. 
Eight modern battleships, 13 old 
battleships, 28 cruisers, 120 destroy- 
ers and torpedo boats, and 20 sub- 
marines would also be added to the 
Allied forces. The allied powers have 
loaned $270,000,000 to Servia, Bel- 
gium, Greece and Montenegro, Paris 
dispatches state. 

Britain is taking still more drastic- 
steps against Germany and for its 
own preservation. The government is 
taking over the engineering trade of 
the country and placing it under a 
combined management to increase 
the output of munitions of war. Cot- 
ton contracted for from this country 
before March 2 may sail to enemies' 
ports, according to the latest note to 
Secretary Bryan. Securities are lia- 
ble to seizure, however, bonds and 
stocks shipped by Germans being re- 
fused insurance by marine under- 
writers. A delicate situation s 
brought up between the United 
States and Great Britain by this move 
according to New York brokers. 

Fifteen hundred vessels have been 
taken over by the British government 
to carry the immense army to France, 
the vessels to be returned to the own- 
ers at expiration of time charters. 

Early in the. week three more Brit- 
ish ships were sent to the bottom in 
English waters by German subma- 
rines. These raids were at widely 
different points in the blockade zone, 
and 37 lives were lost on one ship, 
no warning being given, according to 
London cable. The British airmen re- 
peated their raids on the German 
naval base at Ostend, six of the air 
fleet making the trip. A Zeppelin and 
17 of its crew of 41 is reported as 
wrecked by descending among trees. 

Fighting* in the Dardanells con- 
tinues as the Allied fleets pound the 
forts of the Turks. Turkish dispatches 
claim that the forts are more than 
holding their own. The Queen Eliza- 
beth is throwing shells 12 miles into 
the land forts, remaining out of 
reach of the Turkish land fire. British 
reports state, though admitting that 
three minor hits on the Queen Eliza- 
beth as well as on the other ships 
were registered. Four more Turkish 
forts have been silenced. The Rus- 
sians are bombarding the Turks on 
the Black Sea from behind, it is stat- 
ed. French troops are being rushed to 
the Dardenelles to operate on land, 
twenty transports carrying them, re- 
ports say. 

Louvain municipal authorities are 
paying the United States a compli- 
ment by naming streets for this 
i country — Washington, Wilson and 
America — because of the work done 
in behalf of Belgium and the fact 
that Louvain is the cradle of a uni- 
versity more than five centuries old. 

Switzerland is floating a $15,000,- 
000 loan in this country, bonds being 
sold by a Boston firm. Vhe postal def- 
icit amounts to $1,800,000 since the 
beginning of the war. 

Canada has recently landed 4,000 
more troops in England for use of the 
war. This brings Canada's contribu- 
tion in men up to 40,000.

Says it Must Be Determined Whether They or the 
Whiskey Interests Shall Rule Kentucky. 



With the declaration in favor <>f State- 
wide prohibition of the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating- liquors as Uie chief I 
plank in his platform, the Hon. If. V. 
McChesney, of Frankfort, has announced: 
himself as a candidate for the demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor in the 
State primary of next August. 

.Mr. McChesney declares that if nomi- 
nated and elected, he will urge upon the 
General Assembly to submit to the people 
for their ratification an amendment to 
the Kentucky Constitution providing for • 
Statewide prohibition. In the formal an- '■ 
nouncement of his candidacy. Mr. Mc- 
Chesney. who several years ago filled the 
offices of State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and Secretary of State, prom- 
ises an abridgement of public expendiutres 
where it can be properh done, and me 
further advancement of the present prog- 
ress in educational and agricultural de- 
velopment. 

His announcement is as follows: 
"To the Democratic voters of Kentucky: 

After mature deliberation I hav decided 
to enter the race for the Democratic nom- 
ination for the office of Governor, in the 
primary to be held August 7. 1910. In 
making this announcement It is due those 
whose support 1 seek that I briefly outline 
the policies I advocate. 

I am in favor of state wide prohibition 
of the manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. If nominated and elected I 
shall urge upon the Legislature of i :<ig 1 
the passage of an Act submit ting a pro- 
hibition amendment to the Constitution to! 
the people for their ratification. In view 
of the large amount of capital invested in 
the liquor business, however, I shall favor 



careful and rigid inspection of all depart- 
ments of the State government with this 
purpose In view. 

I congratulate the State on the great de- 
velopment in our public school system in 
recent years, and If elected I shall use 
every endeavor to further advance the 
cause of public education. Having de- 
voted a large part of my life to the cause 
of the public schools. I am deeply inter- 
ested in their continued growth. 

The increased interest manifested over 
the State in improved methods of agricul- 
ture and In the construction of good roads 
Is very gratifying. If elected I shall aid 
in every wax possible in the furtherance 
of both of tr°se great interests, so vital 
to the progress and welfare of the whole 
people. a •■ 

I am In herrty sympathy with the pro- 
gressive spirit which lias marked the 
Stale's advance along many lines in recent 
years, and il shall be my ambition if elec- 
ted to see this spirit yield a still greater 
fruitage in the agricultural, industrial and 
commercial development of the Common- 
wealth. 

My record as Superintendent of I*ublic 
Instruction and as Secretary of State is 
before the people for their judgment, and 
I shall enter into no detailed account of 
my services in these positions. The people 
of the State are more or less familiar with 
the record made, and I am willing to risk 
their Judgment of my fitness for the Office 
of Governor on that record. 

During my term us Superintendent of 
Public Instruction the Mate per capita, 
was increa.-e». largely , 'lie teaching force 
of the Stale put on more efficient basis, 
and other educational progress made. At

a provision in the Act giving a reasonable 
time, after Its ratification, before It be- 
comes operative. In order that thqaje en- 
gaged In the business may adjusr their 
affairs without too great a sacrifice. 

I have no fault to find with the County 
( 'nit Uw. I have favored every advanced 
step taken in its various amendments. It 
is a step in the right direction, and lias 
been a great blessing to the Common- 
wealth, under it Ml counties have voted 
dry: but the remaining counties contain a 
very lllliellleillltlw part of the lotal popu- 
lation of the State. The present law 
seems inadequate to give relief lo the peo- 
ple of most of these counties. And again, 
the liquor interests. Instead of showing 
respect for the County I'nii Uiv, and for 
the Will of the people as expressed at the 
polls, have been contesting every election 
where the result was dry. and going Into 
the courts with every possible technical- 
ity, in an effort to defeat the will of the 
people. Not only has this been their atti- 
tude toward the law and its enforcement, 
but the> have made it their business lo 
bitterly oppose every man who asplre.s tq 
public ortiee who does not take his orders 
from them. A temperance man can not 
run for any ollice in Kentucky, however 
humble, without feeling the weight of 
their wrath, expressed in the usual way. 
Their efforts to dominate the politics of 
the state have Increased as count} after 
county has been added to the dry column, 
until their influence has become a menace 
to popular government. 

In view of ail this it seems that there 
is but one solution to the problem, and 
that is to submit it to the' who l e people 
that we may know once and for all time 
"whether the people or the liquor interests 
are to rule in Kentucky. Nut only is this 
the logic of the situation, but it is abso- 
lutely fair. Who can be heard to say that 
the people as a whole haven't a right to 
pass on a question so vitally affecting 
their moral and financial welfare? We 
submit good roads amendments and taxa- 
tion amendments to the whole people — 
why not submit this question, infinitely 
more vital to them? 

As stated above. I am- not unmindful 
of the property interests involved. It is 
to be regretted that moral reforms often 
bring financial loss to some: but the pub- 
lic conscience justifies the loss to the few 
when It means an infinitely greater sav- 
ing to the many. The onward march of 
Christian civilization must not be retarded 
because a few men have invested their 
money in the business constituting the 
obstruction. 

My familiarity with the financial affairs 
of the Stale, as a result of eight years' 
experience (from l&riu to 1907) as Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction and Sec- 
retary of State, and as a member of the 
Sinking Fund Board, leads me to the be- 
lief that such a revision of our taxation 
system can be made as will readily reduce 
the State debt, and make good any de- 
crease In revenues that might arise from 
the loss of the tax on liquors. And this 
can be done without any increase of the 
tsx rate. Saving State revenues is Just 
as important as producing them. With 
the elimination of the liquor business from 
Kentucky the saving to the State In crim- 
inal prosecutions alone would be an enor- 
mous item, and go far toward a solution 
of the financial problem. If the money 
spent for liquor In Kentucky, and for 
criminal prosecutions growing out of Its 
use can be saved, in half a doxen years 
we can relieve the financial situation of 
the State and build a macadam road to 
every church and school house In the 
Commonwealth.

The school trustees of Kentucky 
will be given an opportunity to play 
MB important part in the illiteracy | 
campaign. They are being asked by 
the County Superintendents, the 
State Superintendent and the Ken- 
tucky Illiteracy Commission to take 
a census of the pupil children, of 
who cannot read and write. Their 
names will be reported to the Ken- 
tucky Illiteracy Commission, at 
Frankfort. This is a move in the right 
direction. No. doubt, the trustees 
will count it a high privilege to 
serve the State in this way. It will re- 
quire very little extra exertion, and 
will help to show Kentucky's real 
standing. Also, it will enable the 
Kentucky Illiteracy Commission to 
know where illiteracy is most preva- 
lent, and it may be sending out the 
life-line to many a deprived man or 
woman. School authorities are lend- 
ing hearty co-operation, and the pub- 
lic will await the results with inter- 
I est. Above all things, this census 
should be accurate. There is nothing 
, to be gained by either concealing or 
i overestimating the illiteracy of a 
county.
